THE ONE BIG UNTON.,

In no union are 
there so many advantages offered as in this great union, in 
which we profess our belief by that article of the Apostles’

the three hundred million on earth may pray for one another: 
they may pray and offer their good works for those in Purga- 
tory, who in turn are able to reciprocate: they may pray to 
the Saints in Heaven, with God in glory, and 
thus secure divine help in their own struggle for eternal bliss. 
No one who belongs to this big union, and knows why he be- 
longs to it,.can honestly his connection with it. God 
wants all in this big union of His own creation; St. Paul 
says He wants “all to come to the
